WORLD'S GOLD ouTPuT. 


Will Probably Be Increased by Neariy 
£6,000,000 This Year. 


London, Jan, 11.—How much gold the 
world will produce in the new year and 
how far the demand for the metal will 


increase are questions of vital importanve, 


Of the world’s production the British Km- 
Pire supplies about 60 per cent., the ‘are 
portion of this being obtained from the 
‘Transvaal, 

Great progress 
cent years in the 


has been made in ie 
methods of production 
but still greater advances are expected. 
By a reduction of the cost of working 
large quantities of low grade ore are le- 
sug utilized, 

One good authority on the Transvaal 
mining anticipates that the percentage of 
increase this year in the Rand gold out 
put will double that of the year just 
ended! For eleven months, to the end 
of November last, the rate of incrouse 
over 1907, in the Transvaal gold output 
Was nearly nine per cent, and the total 
output for 1908 with December's figures 
should be almost £7,025,000. An increase 
vf 18 per cent. on 1908 figures would mean 
1,264,000 ounces and an increase in 4 ulue 
of £5,400,000, 

_ Rhodesia is slowly, though steadily 
Moreas-ng its output and West Africa 
is also growing as a gold producer, and 
will probobly be more in evidence when 
extra capital Has been introduced into the 


industry, The world’s production of gold 
in 1907 was £82,300,000, having grown
